HE CALMLY SUBMITS TO ARBEST 


Incriminating 
Evidence Secured. 


Will llemaiB in San Fran- 


cisco Several Days. 


SAN FIUNCISCO, February 2.—George 


Edward Butler, alias Ashe, the mur- 
derer whose arrival on the ship Swan- 
hilda has been so long expected, is now 
in the San Francisco jail. 


The Swanhilda was sighted at 5.15 


this morning coming through the heads 
intoirot the tug Active. 


The custouiB house boat Hartley, 


which had been placed at the disposal 
of the police, was boarded in haste by 
six detectives, lour newspaper men and 
four revenue officers, and the little ves- 
sel steamed rapidly away to the Swan- 
hilda, which was met oft Fort Point. 


The detectives remained concealed in 


the cabin while the revenue officers 
went on board the Swanhilda to sue if 
Butler had been put in irona. They re- 
ported that he had not, and the detect- 
ives went on the ship. 
Butler was pointed out and m a sec- 


ond WBB handcuffed. Ue denied that he 
wae Butler, but was positively identi- 
fied by Detectives McBattie and Uonroy, 
who came here from Australia lor that

HARlusuuiia, Pa., February 2.—The 


Pennaylvania state capitol waa destroyed 
by fire this afternoon. The legislative 
ball! are in ruins and a new structure 
muatrifle from the aahes of the structure 
that haa served as a meeting place of 
the state legislature since 1822. The 
flames, within the short space of one 
hour, ate up one million and a hall dol- 
lars' worth ol property. The inefficiency 
of the Harrisburg volunteer fire depart- 
ment is generally blamed.

minutes recess. It was about 1 o'clock 
when the flames werediacoveredv Smoke 
could be seen in small volumes pouring 
out into the capitol grounds from the 
house windows.

Many people have already died of hun- 
ger and many others are dying. The 
staff employed in the work of relieving 
the sufferers is inadequate to cope with 
the enormous area. II the work of re- 
lief had been properly arranged earlier 
tho mortality would have been leas, as 
the rains are increasing the spread of 
disease. It will take three years to re- 
coup the district. 
The poorhousea are a fair criterion of 


the condition of the people. Besides the 
professional beggars they are crowded 
with laborers who are reduced to the 
last stages of starvation.

STOCKTON, February 2,—Oharlea R. 


Dodge and Alexander Borland, old real* 
dents of New Hope, in the northern Bee- 
turn of thin county, and two of the beat 
known and best reepected residents of 
the county, were murdered this evening 
at New Hope by Oharlea F. Kleupfer, 
the senior member oi the firm ol Kleup- 
fer & Oo,, general storekeeper and ea- 
looukeepere in that town. The mur- 
derer had been playing pokor with two 
men named Archie Morris and John 
Gould during the afternoon, and after 
Borne disputing the men left Kleupfer'i 
plitce and went across the road to a sa- 
loon kept by Henry Awre, where they 
took seats and entered into conversation 
With Dodge and Borland, who made 
their home close by and were whiling 
away time in the saloon. 


Kleupfer ettirteil to make trouble and 


Dodge and Borland arose and led him 
out ol the place without using much 
force, but aa 
peacemakers, as they 


always were. The enraged Klenpfei 
turned about as he sot to the door anc 
shot with a pistol four times. 
Borland fell dead in hia tracks, shot 


through the head, and Dodge ran to th( 
back of the room where he fell dead 
without uttering a word.
